CULTURE. 


Experts Examining the Possibilities 


of Colorado, 


DKNVKH, AuKuat 13.—Honorable James 


Wilson, secretary of agriculture, and C. 
F. Taylor, government expert on beet 
sugar culture, left Denver today to in- 
vestigate the possibilities for beet eugar 
culture in the Gnind valley. At Grand 
Junction they will meet Colonel litilcoin 
of New York, who will explain to them 
the Plateau grand irrigation project and 
ehow them a tract of 30,000 acres on 
which it is proposed to erect a beet 
augur factory at a coat of $oOO,000. It is 
intended to colonize tho land under tho 
desert aut of the Btntn of Colorado. 
The factory will be built eiinultanconaly 
with the Plateau urand canal, which 
will take suflicient water from 
the 


Grand river to irrigate 80,000 acrea in 
Moaa county, Col., and 200,000 acres in 
(irond county, Utah. It is claimed 
that the elimuto in tbe Grand valley ia 
better adapted to the making of beet 
sugar than that in any other pfttt of the 
United States.

LMTTSHUIK., August 13.—In executing 


KuO injunctions that wore granted yea- 
;erday by Judge Collier, the sheriff and

tating serious trouble. An it was, the 
iirat blood of the strike waa shed.

Richards and Superintendent De Armitt 
were the only cool men in the assem- 
blage. To them and to Oaptain Belling- 
ham. belongs the credit of avoiding a 
riot. When BellinRham aaw there waa 
danger of his men getting beyond his 
control, he commanded a halt and ad- 
dressed himself to tbe task of restrain- 
ing the more belligerent. Bo well wore 
hie efforts directed that ho soon had re- 
stored comparative order.

THE DREW ENGAGEMENT 


As applied to the striking miners in 


Pennsylvania it is an outrageous sub- 
version of those principles by which a 
republic must exist if it exists at all. It 
iB a notable fact thfit tho minors have 
conducted themselvca with great order- 
liness throughout the strike. They hare 
assembled and listened to their speak- 
ers, but their meeting have been char- 
acterized by decorum and regard for ; 
IMF. The fact, hae been notable because 
it was feared that eo ignorant a claeB of 
people would lapee into riot and vio- 
lence. They have not done it, and their 
right to assemble ie as clear as that of 
any class o! citizens could be. The liret 
amendment to the United States consti- 
tution says: 


"Congress ehall make no law * * * 


abridging the freedom of speech, or ot 
ihe press; or tho right of the .people | 
peaceably to assemble." 


The judges who issued a preliminary 


injunction to prevent tbe minere from 
assembling and peaceably 
marching 


violated that provision of the constitu- 
tion. They overrode tbe fundamental 
law of the nation. If the people of 
.Fresno Ehould conclude to meet and 
march to Viaalia'a celebration of the 
advent of the Valley road, a judge 
would have precisely as much right to 
enjoin them as those eastern judges bad 
to enjoin the miners—ae much, and no 
more. 


This is the worut feature of the case, 


but only inferior to it in gravity is the 
lact that the fundamental law of tbo 
nation apparently has been violated with 
the direct purpoec of crushing those 
parties to the diapute who are in the 
right. The riuht is emphatically on the 
aide of the miners; no man with 
& fraction of a heart and soul would 
think of denying the fact. If anywhere 
in the universe there ie such a thing 
as an abntr&ct principle of justice, 
it ia arrayed on the efde of men who 
contend for the right of receiving a liv- 
ing price for their labor. If life is worth 
more than property—and the American 
people atill hold to the theory that it 
IB—an injunction should apply, if it ap- 
plied anywhere, to tho operators who 
cut down the wages of half-etarved em- 
ployee. But have you heard ol euch an 
injunction at any time beine issued? 


It Ifi impossible to escape tho suspi- 


cion that the hidden object of euch an 
injunction Is to drive men who know 
their cause IB right, yet eee the very 
constitution subverted to the end that 
they may ha crushed, to deeds of des- 
peration and violence. 
And, however the present instance 


may terminate, it is certain that "gov- 
ernment by injunction" must terminate 
if a republic is to endure. From enjoin- 
ing striking miners from assemblage 
and free speech, it ia but a short and 
logical Step to enjoining the assemblage 
and free speech of men who might not 
happen to agree in political faith with 
the party in power. If it wore justifi- 
able in any one instance it would be 
justifiable in all. Not alone the striking 
.minors, but every free citizen, is inter- 
ested in seeing such injunction proceed- 
ings declared a condign failure.
